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The New Way of Life

Text: “Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature. Old 
things are passed away, behold all 
things are become new,” 2 Cor. 5:17. 

Apply this verse to your own life 
that you may know whether or not 
you are a Christian. Paul declared 
that if you are in Christ you are a new 
creature. Old things have passed away 
and all things have become new. 

A new life is a life that has been 
changed in character; beginning 
afresh, not fatigued and worn out, but 
full of new hope, new joy, and new 
aspirations. 

Let us notice the words, “OLD 
THINGS ARE PASSED AWAY.” The 
old life of sin is passed. Old ways are 
forsaken, the old trails are traveled 
no more. Old practices cease. The 
night is passed and the converted 
man looks forward to a new day. The 
old practices and habits of life laid 
aside, the new-born babe in Christ 
arises to walk in newness of life. The 
things that he once did he does no 
more. His nature has been changed. 
His desires in life are different. He 
thinks in different channels, and his 
ambitions are completely changed. 
The things he once loved he now 
hates, and the things that he once 
hated he now loves. His whole life is 
new. 

The true and consecrated child of 
God has no love for the world or the 
things of the world. His affections are 
set on things above. He seeks his 
pleasure and pastime from a differ- 
ent source. He was once drunk with 
a flaming passion for the exciting 
pleasures of the world, but now sober, 
righteous, godly, and settled down to 
a new life. 

The Church of God with its Bible 
doctrine and high standards of Chris- 
tian living is often misunderstood. 
Such misunderstanding and opposi- 
tion are usually due to the opposers 
misunderstanding the Scripture and 
our profession. If people would read 
the Bible for themselves, and seek 
information from those who know, 
they could have a true Biblical ex- 
planation of this great salvation. 

The rapid progress of the Church 
of God and the many thousands of 
fine people who are members, certain- 
ly demands a fair and just hearing 
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by the public. The Church of God 
bears the reputation of presenting 
something new, but this doctrine and 
experience is not new. We accept the 
Bible, and insist that the experiences 
of the early Church are for the 
Church today, and we are seeking, 
Striving, and earnestly contending for 
the faith once delivered unto the 
saints. 

The Jews at Rome told Paul that 
they knew this sect was spoken 
against everywhere. Almost everyone 
had heard it, and expressed them- 
selves unfavorably. That is what is 
happening in these last days, as the 
full gospel is being preached. Those 
who do not understand are misin- 
forming the people. Everyone of us 
who has this hope should be free to 
give the reason for it. 

The standard of the Church was set 
up by Christ and the holy apostles. 
The full gospel began to be preached 
at Pentecost and was continued by 
the apostles and those who heard 
them. No man ever had the authority 
to change one jot or one tittle. God 
decreed a penalty on those who add to 
or take from the Word of God. The 
gospel of Jesus Christ cannot be al- 
tered to harmonize with the modern 
conditions of this wicked age. The 
Church must never try to conform 
to the modernistic methods of this 
fashionable life. 

The doctrines preached by Paul and 
the other apostles who were with Je- 
sus, are the true and only doctrines 
of the Church today. We hold strictly 
to the apostles’ doctrine. No one is 
authorized to add to or to take from 
the Bible. Some may claim that cer- 
tain things taught in the Bible are 
not for us, but unless you can prove 
where it ceased, it remains in effect. 

Many doctrines are taught in the 
Bible that are almost as strange to 
some people as was Paul’s doctrine 
to th’ chief Jews. The early 
Church taught the death and resur- 
rection of Christ. They taught repent- 
ance, the new birth, or spiritual life. 
They taught hell for the wicked, eter- 
nal life for the righteous. They also 
taught divine healing both before and 
after Pentecost. They taught that the 
blood of Jesus Christ would cleanse 
from all sin. Sanctification is an out- 


standing doctrine of the Bible, and 
standard for God’s people. The apos- 
tles, the mother of Jesus, and others, 
making a total of one hundred twen- 
ty people, were filled with the Holy 
Ghost on the day of Pentecost. They 
spoke with tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance. 

Paul listed nine gifts that belong 
to the Church, among them were the 
gift of faith, the gifts of healing, the 
gift of tongues, the gift of interpreta- 
tion of tongues, the gift of prophecy, 
the gift of working miracles; but you 
will find many arguing today that 
tongues have ceased, and the days of 
miracles are passed, and that God 
does not heal any more. If these 
things are not true, the things that 
you believe might not be true. They 
are all in the Bible. There is as much 
evidence that what you believe has 
been done away with as there is to 
prove that these things have been 
done away with. 

The Bible has never been changed, 
neither has God changed His mind 
or plans. But somebody conceived 
some ideas that they wanted to de- 
fend, and sought to have the people 
believe that this Pentecostal experi- 
ence was not for us or that the Bible 
does not mean today what it meant in 
the days of the early Church. Their 
argument is all the evidence they 
have, and it is not worth the time it 
takes to hear it. 

If you desire to know the true doc- 
trine of the Church and what a real 
Christian experience is like, look in 
your Bible and see what they had in 
the early Church. Those experiences 
are true examples. The Bible tells us 
what these experiences are, what 
they will do for the individual, and 
how to receive them. It is therefore 
for us to believe what the Bible says. 

Bob Ingersol, the noted infidel, got 
off the train at a certain city where 
he was to lecture. A delegation of 
pastors met him at the train and 
asked him to please board the same 
train and not disturb their churches. 
Mr. Ingersol quoted from the Scrip- 
ture, “And these signs shall follow 
them that believe. In my name they 
shall cast out devils; they shall speak 
with new tongues; they shall take up 
serpents; and if they drink any dead- 
ly thing it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick and they, 
shall recover,” Mark 16:16-18. Mr. 
Ingersol said to the group of minis- 
ters, “Do you believe that?” They an-

Texts: Psalm 11:3, “If the founda- 
tions be destroyed, what wiil the 
righteous do?” 

Rev. 3:2, “Be watchful and strength- 
en the things that remain, that are 
ready to die.” 

Another and certainly a more ar- 
resting translation of that verse in the 
11th Psalm is, “When the foundations 
were being destroyed, what were the 
righteous doing?” Can any one ques- 
tion that the foundations of the moral 
order in America, which, in turn, is the 
foundation of law and government, 
are being fiercely attacked and dan- 
gerously shaken today? In this ad- 
dress, I wish, first of all, to survey the 
conditions which prevail in the Prot- 
estant church, conditions which 
must alarm everyone who has the wel- 
fare of the church at heart; and in 
the second place, to survey the con- 
ditions which prevail as to lawless- 
ness, crime and immorality in the 
country at large; and inthe third 
place, to ask ourselves, What can the 
righteous do? What ought the right- 
eous do? What will the church do, 
when the foundations are being de- 
stroyed? 

1. FOR A CENTURY AND A HALF 
NOW, THE SUNDAY SCHOOL HAS 
BEEN A CHIEF ALLY OF THE PROT- 
ESTANT CHURCH AND the 
SOURCE OF MOST OF ITS COM- 
MUNICANT MEMBERS. 

Protestantism substituted the au- 
thority of the Bible for the authority 
of the church and the ecclesiastic. 
That, in turn, meant that the people 
must be able to read the Bible and be 
instructed in its great truths and doc- 
trines. Let us see what is happening 
to this one-time bulwark of the Prot- 
estant church. For the period 1939- 
1943, of all the Protestant churches, 
only two, and those two among the 
smallest, the Church of God and the 
Nazarene Church, show an increase in 
Sunday School membership. All others 
show heavy losses. For the whole 
period, 1934-1943, only five churches, 
the Southern Baptist, the Church of 
God, the Evangelical and Reformed, 
the Nazarene, and the Wesleyan 
Methodist, show an increase in Sun- 
day School membership. All others 
show very serious losses: the Northern 
Baptist, 14 per cent; the Disciples, 12 
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per cent; the Episcopal, 19 per cent; 
the Lutherans, 9 per cent; the Meth- 
odists, 13 per cent; the Presbyterian, 
U.S. A., 19 per cent; the Congrega- 
tional, 20 per cent. 

Since then, no doubt, the rate of de- 
cline has considerably increased. One 
of our most conservative and Bible 
loyal churches, the United Presby- 
terian, reports for the period 1939-44, 
a loss of 25,000 out of 150,000 or 16 per- 
cent. For the whole country at large, 
the International Sunday School 
Council estimates a loss of 4,000,000 
from our Sunday Schools. This leaves 
out of the reckoning the Union, or 
nondenominational, Sunday Schools, 
which are exceeded in number only by 
the Methodist, Presbyterian, and 
Lutheran. From 1934-1943 the Metho- 
dist Church lost 766,000. The Presby- 
terian Church, U. S. A., lost 308,000; 
the United Lutheran Church lost 76,- 
000; the Baptist Church, North, 176,- 
000. 

It is not difficult to see from these 
figures how serious a situation exists. 
In the words of the Executive Secre- 
taries of the Conference Boards of Ed- 
ucation, in a statement to the Coun- 
cil of Bishops, “The total life of the 
church is seriously involved.” 

When we compare the situation in 
the Sunday Schools with the situation 
in church membership, we find that 
for the period, 1926-1942, only a few of 
the Protestant churches show a strong 
increase in membership. Where the 
Sunday School loss has been heavy, 
the gain inchurch membership has 
been correspondingly small. The Con- 
gregational Christian Churches, which 
show a loss of 20 per cent in Sunday 
School attendance for the period 1934- 
1943, show a gain in church member- 
ship for the period, 1926 to 1942, of 
only 5 per cent. There is only one 
evangelical church which shows a low- 
er rate of increase than the Congrega- 
tional, and that, with sorrow I an- 
nounce, is the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S. A., with a gain of only 4 per cent. 

A study of the facts as to both the 
Sunday School and the churches re- 
veals that the one large denomination 
which has one of the largest increases 
in membership, 52 per cent, and which 
is also one of the five Protestant 
churches which from 1934 to 1943 


showed an increase in Sunday School 
attendance, is the Southern Baptist 
Church. A study of these tables shows 
that the churches which have been 
holding their own, both as to Sunday 
School and as to increase in church 
membership, are without exception 


those churches which would be classed, eo 


and deservedly so, as conservative 
churches. Furthermore, the churches 
which show the largest increase in the 
Sunday School membership, and also 
in church membership, are those 
churches which more than other 
churches enforce discipline, and re- 
quire of their members that they re- 
frain from certain worldly customs, 
practices, and entertainments. Again 
it is interesting to note that the 
churches which are holding their 
young people best are those very 
churches which say to their young 
people, “As members of the Church of 
Christ, Thou shalt not do this, Thou 
shalt not do that.” The inescapable in- 
ference is, that when Christian stand- 
ards are set high, and separation 
from the world is demanded, you give 
young people a banner about which 
they can rally and a platform upon 
which they can stand. 

To what shall we attribute the re- 
cent heavy losses in Sunday School 
membership? Among secondary causes 
is, undoubtedly, the World War, with 
the withdrawal of so many hundreds 
of thousands of young men from our 
churches, and dislocation of normal 
home life. Sunday work in the war in- 
dustries, and the rationing of gaso- 
line, which has restricted transporta- 
tion. There has also been a decline in 


the birth rate and a decrease in a 


enrollment of public schools. 

But these are not the primary or 
basic causes. The ebb-tide had set in 
before the war. War conditions have 
accelerated this downward movement, 
but they do not account for it. 

Looking, first of all, at the condi- 
tions in the church at large, which 
may account for this downward trend, 
one of the chief reasons is the increas- 
ing secularization of the Lord’s Day. 
The old time preachers used to tell us 
that if the Sabbath was not observed 
by the church, the church would be 
grievously and desperately hurt. Lit 


tle attention was paid to their warn-~— 
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ing; but now we see that they were 
right. The Christian Sabbath is one of 
the main pillars of the Christian 
church. Singularly enough, when 
Marshal Petain gave his diagnosis of 
the state of France and the reasons 
for her fall, he cited, together with 
drink, pursuit of pleasure, refusal to 
work, and blasphemy and irreverence, 
the desecration of the day of Chris- 
tion worship. 

Together with the secularization of 
the Sabbath has gone the increasing 
and shameful disloyalty of so large a 
number of Protestants to the ordi- 
nance of public worship. Where public 
worship is not honored and not ob- 
served, it is inevitable that the whole 
life of the church should feel the ef- 
fect of this disloyalty and sin. 

Within the church, too, there has 
been the undermining of faith in the 
Bible. This movement, call it modern- 
ism or what you please, is not as con- 
fident or belligerent as it was some 
years ago, for the chief leaders and 
spokemen of those ill-favored doc- 
trines have come to see the barrenness 
of them. Nevertheless, the seed which 
was sown took root, and we are now 
reaping the harvest. The Bible is not 
estimated as it once was, and the ne- 
cessity of instruction in its truths, not 
held essential as it once was. The 
teaching and preaching of radical, 
modernistic views as to the Bible and 
the gospel has been the chief cause of 
the lamentable disunity among Prot- 
estants. We hear much of bringing to- 
gether the denominations among the 
Protestants. But that is not the prob- 
lem. Take, for example, the move- 
ment to unite the Episcopal and the 
Presbyterian churches. That is not the 
problem at all. The problem is how to 
unite in belief the ministers and mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian Church, or of 
the Episcopal Church. That disunity 
among Christians themselves as to be- 
lief, not as to ecclesiastical bodies, is 
the great tragedy and the great weak- 
ness. So it is that in this critical hour 
the Protestant church is bleeding ex- 
ternally and internally, from the 
ghastly wound inflicted in its side by 
the traitorous lance of the modernist. 

Another major cause of the decline 


@ in the Protestant church has been the 


substitution of a general, social, na- 
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tional, and international preaching for 
the personal, evangelistic, individual, 
and redemptive message. Hear this 
word out of the camp of our enemies, 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vance of Atheism: “Churches are be- 
coming secular, preaching anything 
except the old orthodox religion. They 
are becoming social centers, with just 
enough of nominal religion to escape 
taxation. Sermons on books are more 
popular than those on the barbaric 
doctrine of the atonement.” 

Hear this, too, from the ofttime can- 
didate for the Presidency on the 
Socialist ticket, Norman Thomas, 
formerly a minister of the Presby- 
terian Church: “The church may well, 
as one of its activities, promote discus- 
sion of current problems; but no 
church justifies itself by becoming a 
forum. For the minister a social con- 
science and some humanitarian en- 
thusiasm are no substitutes for a liv- 
ing message about a God whose love 
and power he has found not only his 
peace, but also his ground of hope for 
the victory of the Kingdom of God and 
peace for all mankind.” 

In this connection, it is a striking 
fact that the church exerted the 
greatest impact upon the social cus- 
toms of the world when it spoke least 
about that influence, but busied itself 
with the task of bringing the individ- 
ual soul into reconciliation with Je- 
sus Christ. You search the New Testa- 
ment in vain for any record or intima- 
tion of the idea that those who es- 
tablished Christianity in the world 
were thinking primarily of changing 
the government of the world, or of the 
abolition of evil customs and institu- 
tions in the world. For that matter, 
most of them seemed to have been 
under the impression that the whole 
world order was shortly coming to an 
end. And yet, what did they accom- 
plish? Through the preaching of the 
gospel »f reconciliation they sounded 
the death knell of slavery, of the sub- 
jugation of woman, the cruel treat- 
ment of children, etc., and thus did af- 
fect the institutions and the govern- 
ment of the world. In a certain sense 
they became worthy of the charge 
which was made against them at 
Thessalonica, “They that have turned 
the world upsidedown are come hith- 
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er also.” 

The interest in and the passion for 
a better world order and a better social 
order, is worthy and laudable in the 
highest sense. But let us make no mis- 
take. This passion for a social order 
and a world order is no substitute for 
a passion for souls, what one of the 
present Methodist bishops of the 
Methodist Church writes of as “The 
Lost Passion.” 

II. THE DOWNGRADE MOVEMENT 
IN THE NATION, IN SOCIETY 
AT LARGE 

Whatever the faults and the mis- 
takes of the church have been, this 
does not explain the present condition 
which exists in the world at large. A 
wave of naturalism, paganism an- 
imalism, sexism, and not only unbelief 
in, but hostility to the great doctrines 
of the Christian faith is sweeping over 
the world. The church is at bay. In 
certain respects the church occupies 
a more difficult situation today than 
it did when it began its work in that 
“hard, pagan world,” the Roman Em- 
pire, for then Christianity had the 
great advantage of being a new force 
in the world, but now it is 1900 years 
old. 

One of the chief contributory causes 
to moral decline in America is, un- 
doubtedly, the moving picture busi- 
ness. It is estimated that 75,000,000 
people, of whom 30,000,000 are youth 
and children, attend the moving pic- 
ture theaters every week. The investi- 
gations of the Payne Foundation, at 
the instance of Dr. Lowell, President 
emeritus of Harvard, some years ago, 
leave no doubt as to the disastrous in- 
fluence of this business and entertain- 
ment upon the morals of the country. 
Out of 133 pictures analyzed some 
years ago by Father Daniel S. Lord, 
S. J., who wrote the code adopted by 
the industry, there were 107 major 
violations of sex morality and decen- 
cy. 

“It pays to advertise!” The liquor 
interests know that, and so it is that 
our highways are lined with the flam- 
ing posters of the liquor business and 
our radio programs resound with 
the praises of strong drink. Why then 
should it be thought strange that our 
liquor bill for 1944 was $7,000,000,000,

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Is Christ 


Divided?

If you and I are Christians, why 
should we have a divided spirit? Even 
though so many people do not under- 
stand the Bible alike, there is only one 
God, one Saviour of all. If you and I 
are saved, it is by that one Saviour. If 
we go to heaven, we will have to go the 
same way. Therefore, we should not 
let the enemy deceive us by the divided 
spirit. It is not the spirit of Christ. You 
say, “We do not believe like you holi- 
ness folks.” That does not excuse you 
at all. The same Christ that saved you, 
if you are saved, also saved us. There- 
fore, it is not pleasing to God the way 
His children are divided. To prove that 
statement read 1 Cor. 1:10, “Now I be- 
seech you, brethren, by the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 
speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and in the same judg- 
ment.” This scripture teaches us that 
we should have the same mind and 
judgment; that is, we should see and 
understand God’s work alike. But if 
there is different understandings of 
the scriptures it should not cause any 
division, by any means. 

Evidently, when that great man of 
God called Paul wrote this book it was 
revealed to him by God how people 
would be divided and be called one 
thing and another, yet all say that no 
division is pleasing to God and if we go 
to heaven we will all be one even as 
Christ and His Father are one. Paul 
went on to say, 1 Cor. 1:12, 13, “Every 
one of you saith, I am of Paul; and I 
of Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ. Is Christ divided? Was Paul 
crucified for you? or were ye baptized 
in the name of Paul?” Friends, this 
pictures conditions today. We should 
lay aside church and denominational 
religions and follow Christ, for there 
is no name under heaven whereby men 
must be saved. If we can’t fellowship 
one another, work and pray together, 
there is something wrong. 

1 Cor. 3:3-9, “For ye are yet carnal: 
for whereas there is among you envy- 
ing, and strife, and divisions, are ye 
not carnal, and walk as men? For 
while one saith, I am of Paul; and an- 
other, I am of Apollos; are ye not car- 
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nal? (So when we are this, that, and 
the other, we are carnal-minded. If 
we are Christians we have the same 
heavenly Father. Christ is not di- 
vided against Himself and if we have 
a divided spirit it is not of God.) Who 
then is Paul, and who is Apollos, but 
ministers by whom ye believed, even 
as the Lord gave to every man? I have 
planted, Apollos watered; but God 
gave the increase. So then neither is 
he that planteth any thing, neither 
he that watereth; but God that giv- 
eth the increase. Now he that planteth 
and he that watereth are one: and ev- 
ery man shall receive his own reward 
according to his own labour. (No mat- 
ter how hard we labour and work for 
that reward, if we do not have the 
spirit of Christ it will be a failure and 
we will receive no reward at the end 
of the way.) For we are labourers to- 
gether with God: ye are God’s hus- 
bandry, ye are God’s building.” 

If we are God’s laborers we must 
work together. If some have more 
blessings or gifts from God than oth- 
ers, there should not be any envy or 
strife for the gifts and blessings of 
God are for any one who will be hum- 
ble, obedient, and seek for them. 1 
John 1:7, “But if we walk in the light, 
as he is in the light, we have fellow- 
ship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin.” If we can’t fellowship 
one another we must have sin in our 
hearts. All who are born of God are 
brothers and sisters in Christ Jesus. 
Therefore, we should love one another 
and be as one; for all that are Christ’s 
are one body. Rom. 12:5, “So we, be- 
ing many, are one body in Christ, and 
every one members one of another.” 
So if we were rooted and grounded in 
love there would be no division among 
us and people would not abuse holi- 
ness because it is different from what 
they believe. 1 John 2:8, 9, “Again, a 
new commandment I write unto you, 
which thing is true in him and in 
you: because the darkness is past, and 
the true light now shineth. He that 
saith he is in the light, and hateth 
his brother, is in dirkness even until 
now.” If we are ready to go in the 
rapture with Jesus we must love one 


another and have no division among 
us. If there are pastors that teach dif- 
ferent from God’s ways, they will have 
to face God in the judgment with it 
and someone’s blood will be required at 
their hands. Jer. 23:1, 2, “Woe be un- 
to the pastors that destroy and scat- 
ter the sheep of my pasture! saith the 
Lord.

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FIRST YEAR IN CUBA 


Today, April 19, we finish our first 
year in the sunny land of Cuba! It is 
natural that we would just take a lit- 
tle “time off” for a backward look into 
the past twelve months. They have 
been twelve very short months—really, 
it doesn’t seem like it has been twelve 
months! 

Truly we have to cry out, “Ebenezer 
—hitherto hath the Lord helped us!” 
Hallelujah! There have been days of 
exuberant triumphs; times when we 
have had the “shout in the camp,” for 
instance, when we have witnessed a 
large number of precious souls kneel- 
ing at an altar of prayer and, amid 
tears, confessing their sins to the great 
sin-bearer, then rising with shining 
faces to say, “My sins are gone!” We 
remember, too, some six who obeyed 
the command of our Lord and have 
“tarried until” they have received the 
fulness of the blessing, the mighty 
baptism with the Holy Ghost. It brings 
a thrill to our hearts and a prayer of 
reconsecration to our task of bringing, 
not a small number, but of witnessing 
hundreds to receive these blessings 
from our triumphant Christ here in 
Cuba. 

However, it has not always been a 
shout in the camp or a bed of roses. 
There have been times when defeat 
seemed to stare us in the face, when 
Satan seemed to do his best to bring 
defeat to our cause and work here. 
With the Apostle Paul we exclaim, 
“Thanks be unto God which always 
causeth us to triumph in Christ 
Jesus!” We have been victorious in 
Him! 

There have not been the great 
strides of progress which we might 
witness at home, for we always bear in 
mind that we are on the mission field, 
so close to home and yet so FAR 
AWAY. Very near geographically, but 
so very far away in its customs and 
knowledge of our living Christ. There- 
fore, it takes time, for these people 
must be taught the way of salvation 
which is unknown to them. They are 
used to the forms and rituals and 


» ceremonies of the Catholic religion, 
' the saying of prayers to the saints, the 


virgin Mary, and to poor Lazarus, who 
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has been dead for thousands of years. 
They know nothing about the liberty 
of the sons of God. 

It might interest some of my read- 
ers to know about a “Saint Lazarus” 
which I saw recently on the streets 
here in Santiago de Cuba. Yes, a living 
man, who claims to be Saint Lazarus. 
He dresses in ragged sackcloth (a 
course sack on the order of what’ we in 
Georgia used to call the tow sack). Lit- 
erally, he was covered with rags. He 
wears the holy cross chained around 
his neck and generally leads a little dog 
around with him. The poor little dog 
was so weak that it literally staggered 
as it tried to walk. People (Catholics, 
of course) are asked to help poor Laza- 
rus with their pennies and nickels, 
and in doing so they will be blessed. 


They have another fiesta here dur- 
ing which time the shops and stores 
keep an image they call Saint Lazarus 
and a little plate is attached to him. 
During this fiesta, the people go into 
these places and bow down to say a 
prayer to Lazarus. They leave their 
offerings in the plate, which, of 
course, go to the priests. Oh, truly, 
these people are sitting in darkness 
and the shadow of death. 

Recently they celebrated Easter 
here. It is very unusual in Cuba to see 
the ladies wearing hats, but at Easter 
time they either bought themselves a 
new hat or got out the one from last 
year and wore it as they paraded 
about the streets. The many Catholic 
churches were opened most of the time 
during Easter weekend. On Good Fri- 
day “Jesus,” an image they have in 
the church, is crucified (?), and he is 
left in the church lying in state where 
the poor, benighted people pass to view 
the image, kiss its feet, and leave an 
offering. These things are supposed to 
bring the people a blessing. On Fri- 
day ev ‘ning they bury “Jesus.” They 
march through the streets with a 
casket, and with candles, robes, etc. 
On Saturday, I am told, “Jesus” rises 
from the dead and they have a cere- 
mony of burning the Jews, because, 
they say, they are responsible for his 
death. And on Sunday the churches 
are closed. On Friday and Saturday all, 
or almost all, the radio stations in 
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Cuba were off the air in mourning be- 
cause “Jesus” was dead. 

One business man, a Catholic, was 
talking with me. I was in his place of 
business on Good Friday. He said that 
he had a letter telling him that he 
had better close down his shop for 
that day in mourning, if not he would 
be cursed of God. But he said he was 
far behind with his work and, after 
all, he seemed pretty well fed up on 
these dead rituals, ceremonies, etc. He 
said in effect, “Today they are cruci- 
fying Jesus. Every year at this time 
they kill Jesus. I wouldn’t be surprised 
if some day Jesus doesn’t get tired of 
them killing him every year and rise 
up and say, ‘IT IS ENOUGH.’” How 
these people need the gospel light! 


Just one year ago we said good-by 
to our fair land, the good old United 
States of America, and came to this 
fair land. Here they need the truth. 
They have been sitting in darkness, 
and we have been seemingly satisfied 
with our glorious revivals, camp meet- 
ings, assemblies, with our shouting and 
praising the Lord for Pentecost, while 
here in Cuba they do not know about 
revivals, camp meetings or assemblies, 
except in the sense of dry, formal 
“congresses” of a dry, formal church. 

We have been looking backward 
across one brief year. Now, what about 
the year ahead? What does it hold for 
us? I believe the year that is coming 
holds more victories, more triumphs— 
and, yes, more tears, disappointments, 
heartaches, and headaches! But these 
things are going to be counted as 
“dross for the excellency of the glory 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus our 
Lord,” “Who giveth us the victory.” 
We ask an interest in the prayers of 
the Evangel readers, for us and for 
the work in Cuba. God bless you every- 
one.—Dewey Herron.

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FIRST YEAR IN CUBA 


Today, April 19, we finish our first 
year in the sunny land of Cuba! It is 
natural that we would just take a lit- 
tle “time off” for a backward look into 
the past twelve months. They have 
been twelve very short months—really, 
it doesn’t seem like it has been twelve 
months! 

Truly we have to cry out, “Ebenezer 
—hitherto hath the Lord helped us!” 
Hallelujah! There have been days of 
exuberant triumphs; times when we 
have had the “shout in the camp,” for 
instance, when we have witnessed a 
large number of precious souls kneel- 
ing at an altar of prayer and, amid 
tears, confessing their sins to the great 
sin-bearer, then rising with shining 
faces to say, “My sins are gone!” We 
remember, too, some six who obeyed 
the command of our Lord and have 
“tarried until” they have received the 
fulness of the blessing, the mighty 
baptism with the Holy Ghost. It brings 
a thrill to our hearts and a prayer of 
reconsecration to our task of bringing, 
not a small number, but of witnessing 
hundreds to receive these blessings 
from our triumphant Christ here in 
Cuba. 

However, it has not always been a 
shout in the camp or a bed of roses. 
There have been times when defeat 
seemed to stare us in the face, when 
Satan seemed to do his best to bring 
defeat to our cause and work here. 
With the Apostle Paul we exclaim, 
“Thanks be unto God which always 
causeth us to triumph in Christ 
Jesus!” We have been victorious in 
Him! 

There have not been the great 
strides of progress which we might 
witness at home, for we always bear in 
mind that we are on the mission field, 
so close to home and yet so FAR 
AWAY. Very near geographically, but 
so very far away in its customs and 
knowledge of our living Christ. There- 
fore, it takes time, for these people 
must be taught the way of salvation 
which is unknown to them. They are 
used to the forms and rituals and 
ceremonies of the Catholic religion, 
the saying of prayers to the saints, the 
virgin Mary, and to poor Lazarus, who 
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has been dead for thousands of years. 
They know nothing about the liberty 
of the sons of God. 

It might interest some of my read- 
ers to know about a “Saint Lazarus” 
which I saw recently on the streets 
here in Santiago de Cuba. Yes, a living 
man, who claims to be Saint Lazarus. 
He dresses in ragged sackcloth (a 
course sack on the order of what’ we in 
Georgia used to call the tow sack) . Lit- 
erally, he was covered with rags. He 
wears the holy cross chained around 
his neck and generally leads a little dog 
around with him. The poor little dog 
was so weak that it literally staggered 
as it tried to walk. People (Catholics, 
of course) are asked to help poor Laza- 
rus with their pennies and nickels, 
and in doing so they will be blessed. 


They have another fiesta here dur- 
ing which time the shops and stores 
keep an image they call Saint Lazarus 
and a little plate is attached to him. 
During this fiesta, the people go into 
these places and bow down to say a 
prayer to Lazarus. They leave their 
offerings in the plate, which, of 
course, go to the priests. Oh, truly, 
these people are sitting in darkness 
and the shadow of death. 


Recently they celebrated Easter 
here. It is very unusual in Cuba to see 
the ladies wearing hats, but at Easter 
time they either bought themselves a 
new hat or got out the one from last 
year and wore it as they paraded 
about the streets. The many Catholic 
churches were opened most of the time 
during Easter weekend. On Good Fri- 
day “Jesus,” an image they have in 
the church, is crucified (?), and he is 
left in the church lying in state where 
the poor, benighted people pass to view 
the image, kiss its feet, and leave an 
offering. These things are supposed to 
bring the people a blessing. On Fri- 
day ev.ning they bury “Jesus.” They 
march through the streets with a 
casket, and with candles, robes, etc. 
On Saturday, I am told, “Jesus” rises 
from the dead and they have a cere- 
mony of burning the Jews, because, 
they say, they are responsible for his 
death. And on Sunday the churches 
are closed. On Friday and Saturday all, 
or almost all, the radio stations in 


Cuba were off the air in mourning be- 
cause “Jesus” was dead. 

One business man, a Catholic, was 
talking with me. I was in his place of 
business on Good Friday. He said that 
he had a letter telling him that he 
had better close down his shop for 
that day in mourning, if not he would 
be cursed of God. But he said he was 
far behind with his work and, after 
all, he seemed pretty well fed up on 
these dead rituals, ceremonies, etc. He 
said in effect, “Today they are cruci- 
fying Jesus. Every year at this time 
they kill Jesus. I wouldn’t be surprised 
if some day Jesus doesn’t get tired of 
them killing him every year and rise 
up and say, ‘IT IS ENOUGH.’” How 
these people need the gospel light! 


Just one year ago we said good-by 
to our fair land, the good old United 
States of America, and came to this 
fair land. Here they need the truth. 
They have been sitting in darkness, 
and we have been seemingly satisfied 
with our glorious revivals, camp meet- 
ings, assemblies, with our shouting and 
praising the Lord for Pentecost, while 
here in Cuba they do not know about 
revivals, camp meetings or assemblies, 
except in the sense of dry, formal 
“congresses” of a dry, formal church. 


We have been looking backward 
across one brief year. Now, what about 
the year ahead? What does it hold for 
us? I believe the year that is coming 
holds more victories, more triumphs— 
and, yes, more tears, disappointments, 
heartaches, and headaches! But these 
things are going to be counted as 
“dross for the excellency of the glory 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus our 
Lord,” “Who giveth us the victory.” 
We ask an interest in the prayers of 
the Evangel readers, for us and for 
the work in Cuba. God bless you every- 
one.—Dewey Herron.

or $54.00 for every man, woman, and 
child in the country? We have now one 
saloon for every fifty-one families; 
two saloons for every church; five sa- 
loons for every schoolhouse. 

Let us turn now to the records of 
crime. The report of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, July to August, 
1944, shows that the age group, male 
and female, in which the largest num- 
ber of arrests occur, is eighteen to 
twenty-two, with the eighteen-year- 
old offenders standing first in number. 
For the first three months of 1944, the 
increase in arrests at seventeen years 
of age and under amounted to 40.1 per 
cent. The increase in female arrests in 
the eighteen-to-twenty-age group for 
the same period was 41.4 per cent. The 
arrests of girls under twenty-one years 
of age for drunkenness, vagrancy, dis- 
orderly conduct, prostitution and sex 
crimes in the first half of 1944 in- 
creased 89 per cent over the record for 
1943. There are in America more than 
4,300,000 criminals actively engaged in 
their criminal business of robbing and 
murdering. Our national crime bill is 
$15,000,000,000 every year, or $111.10 
for every man, woman and child in the 
country.The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation reports a major crime in the 
United States every twenty - two 
seconds throughout the year, or 1,300,- 
000 major crimes in 1944. Eighteen- 
year-old boys and girls were guilty of 
committing these crimes more than 
any other age group. In the World 
War thus far 150,000 American sol- 
diers and sailors have been killed in 
action, but in the last ten years 120,000 
Americans have been murdered in this 
country. 

From crime let us turn to the home. 
At the present rate it will not be long, 
as years go in the history of a nation, 
when we shall have more divorces in 
a given year than we shall have mar- 
riages. Take the records of our own 
city of Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
County. In 1944 there were 9,981 mar- 
riages,and in thesame year there 
were 3,637 applications for divorce; in 
other words, the applications for di- 
vorce were 36 per cent of the number 
of marriages, well over a third as 
many applications for divorce as there 
were for marriages. Who can estimate 
the impact of such a situation on the 
morals of our society? The records of 
the courts, especially the juvenile 
courts, show that a large per cent of 
the cases of youthful delinquency and

criminality come from these broken 
homes. In a recent address, Mr. J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, said: “The 
American home is still the basis of our 
social order, and the nation will never 
be any stronger than the home. The 
rising youth problem in crime steams 
directly from the home. The one thing 
that most juvenile criminals have in 
common is a lack of proper home 
training. There is no character build- 
ing agency that can take the place of 
a good home.” 

The tragedy of crime in America 
has a direct connection with the de- 
cline in religion. Fifty-two per cent of 
the population of the country are out 
of touch with any church, and millions 
of our children receive no Sunday 
School instruction. It.is estimated that 
95 per cent of the youth in jails and 
penitentiaries today come from fami- 
lies untouched by religion. Speaking on 
this subject, Mr. Hoover said, in the 
address just quoted: “This tragic con- 
dition is due to a lack of conscience, 
which in turn comes from a lack of 
religious training. There is a necessary 
connection between crime and the de- 
cline of faith and religious practice. 
When men do not know God or His 
justice, they do not respect His laws. 
The way to make America safe from 
crime, the way to make her people 
moral, is a return to religion.” 

Who, hearing the facts just cited, 
can doubt that the foundations of 
American life are shaken and in dan- 
ger? The moral law which runs 
through history applies to the United 
States as well as to other nations. Why 
did the other nations die? The best 
answer is the word of God spoken of 
Nineveh, “I will dig thy grave because 
thou art vile.” We cannot expect that 
the moral law which presides over na- 
tions will make an exception in behalf 
of this nation. Neither would it be good 
for the ages to come if it did. 

In view of all this, what will the 
righteous do? What ought we to be 
doing? What can the church do? Let 
me suggest the following: 

First, with united voice demand of 
the government—city, state, and na- 
tional— that it act in behalf of moral- 
ity and religion. In the great vision of 
St. John in the Apocalypse, when the 
woman clothed with the sun and the 
crown of twelve stars on her head, 
gave birth to her child, and the drag- 
on who had been waiting, tried to de- 
vour the child, and the serpent cast 
out of his mouth a flood to drown the 


child and his mother, “the earth 
helped the woman” and delivered her 
and the child. That is what we ought 
to expect of the government, of our 
city, of our state, and of our nation, 
that they help the church in its bat- 
tle with crime and iniquity. 

In the second place, abandon all 
thought and hope of mending the sit- 
uation by discussions, conferences, and 
the appointing of directors of religious 
education. What we must do is to dig 
again the choked wells of Biblical 
preaching and of personal accounta- 
bility of God and of joy in His salva- 
tion. 

Third, in teaching and in preaching 
press home the claims of Christ for 
immediate decision. No one becomes 
a Christian, a disciple of Christ with- 
out decision, and no one will decide 
unless he is called upon to decide. 
Again, from our pulpits and from our 
classrooms must ring out that solemn 
and earnest word of Moses to the peo- 
ple of God, “I call heaven and earth 
to record this day against you that I 
have set before you life and death, 
blessing and cursing; therefore, choose 
life!” 

Fourth, do what we can to awaken 
the membership of our churches to 
their individual responsibility and op- 
portunity as Christians. Make it clear 
to them that that last message of our 
Saviour applies not only to the min- 
ister but to all who have confessed His 
name, “Ye shall be witnesses unto 
me.” 

Fifth, united prayer. At the begin- 
ning of the Nineteenth Century reli- 
gion and morals were at a low ebb in 
America. The leaders of the church 
themselves confessed in their convoca- 
tions that their hearts were as dry as 
Gilboa. Then, in the fastnesses of 
Kentucky, a few. godly folk under the 
leadership of James McCready, assem- 
bled together and made their famous 
Covenant of Prayer, that they would 
meet together “every Saturday at the 
set of sun and every Sabbath at the 
rising of the sun,” to plead with God 
to revive His work. Ere long there was 
a “sound of going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees” and the flames of the 
great revival, the greatest religious 
movement in the history of America, 
broke out. When those fires at length 
subsided, the great revival had left be- 
hind it the prayer meeting, the Sab- 
bath School, the Bible class, the 
theological seminary, the crusade 
against liquor, the crusade against 
slavery and the foreign missionary
